‘8 government has been requested by 
President Cabrera of Guatemala to suppress 
a filibustering expedition which is now being 
fitted out in Cuba for the purpose of over- 
throwing his government. 
While nothing definite is known, of those 
who are engaged in this illegal enterprise 


it is believed to be made up largely of dis- 


contented refugees from Guatemala, dissat- 
isfied Cuban. soldiers, and adventurous 
Americans and Spaniards, who have taken 
advantage of the unsettled conditions in 
Cuba in attempting to overthrow an organ- 
ized government. 

In some way which cannot be explained 
President Cabrera learned of what was 
going on and communicated the few facts 
which had come into his possession to Min- 
ister Hunter and requested him to notify 
Secretary Hay of what was going on and ask 
him to enforce the neutrality laws of this 
country. 

The information furnished Secretary Hay 
was immediately turned over to the War 
department, and a conference was held be- 
tween the President, Secretary Hay, and

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RICH MAN’S SON AS A STOKER. 


Carlisle ‘Werweod Jr. of New York 
Works His Passage to London 


CABLE TO THE NEW YORK JOURNAL AND 


THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

London, June 10.—Carlisle Norwood Jr., 
son of a prominent New York lawyer, ar- 
rived in London yesterday from Cape Town, 
having worked his way as stoker on a Castle 
liner during the ane, trip. Nor- 
wood said:. 

“T came through all right, but I don’t 
want to try it again. The stoke hole is the 
hottest place I was ever in or ever expect 
to be in. Look at my hands, all covered 
with blisters and callosities, 

“Many times during the voyage I had 
to shovel coal with my hands bleeding and 
my face blistered, but I got a tremendous 
muscle development. I never knew my 
back and arms were capable of such growth. 
: ‘Works His Way to London. 

„I went broke in South Africa and deter- 
mined that I wouldn’t wire home to my 
father for more money. I decided to work 
my way instead. 

„Several boon companions of mine sailed 
on the same ship and tried to press money 
on me, but I would not take it. 

On the voyage my former companions 


‘from the cabin came down to the stoke hole 
to see me, and I had a reception in the coal - 


bunkers. But I had to work like the other 

stokers, and submit to the same discipline. 
I never did a day's manual work before, 

and it nearly killed me the first few days. 


However, I got hardened later, and when we 


landed at Southampton the other day I was 
as black as any negro, with my clothes 
ragged and the dirt fairly ground into me. 
I have been scrubbing myself ever since.“

So the argument swings backward and 
forward, but there seems to be little doubt 
that the arguments in favor of defining and 
regulating the authority of the invading 
Sweden, Den- 
mark, and Servia have severed themselves 
from the smaller powers which support the 
Belgians, and, what is more important, 
England, which in 1874 took the strongest 
possible stand in favor of the Belgian con- 
tention, has now gone over into the other 
camp. The Belgians are much dismayed 
at what they consider to be the desertion of | 
England. Personally | I am Slad that the 
attitude of opposition to Russia, which was 
taken up by Lord Derby in 1874, has been 
abandoned. 

The right to resist an invasion by poison, | 
assassination, incendiarism, and every other 
means is inalienable and cannot be taken 
away from any invaded population, but to 
resort to such extreme measures puts those 
who use them out of the pale of legitimate 
combatants, and they have in that case no 
right to appeal to the pefertlen 6 the laws 
of war. 

All that is sought in the rule now under 
discussion is to extend to the civil popula- 
tion, if it will fight, fair play and give ac- 
cording to the recognized rules the same 
protection that is extended to the regular 
soldier. If they persist in refusing to play 
‘the game fair and prefer to resort to what 
is regarded as foul Play, then they must be 
prepared. to take the consequences. 

At prosent they are all lable to be de- 
clared outlaws, even though they observe 
the laws and customs of war, solong as they 
are not part and parcel of a regular army,

President Has Authority. 

While the neutrality or any other civil laws 
of this country do not apply to Cuba, it was 
decided that under a military régime the 
President had ample authority to arrest the 
| expedition, and, in fact, was morally bound 
to do so, as the island is held in trust by this 
government. 

Everything possible will be done to prevent 
the departure of the expedition, but the fre- 
quent revolutions in South America have 
shown the difficulty with which a govern- 
ment is surrounded in. enforcing its neutral- 
ity laws. 

This was clearly shown during the Cuban 
revolution, when a large part of the United 
States navy was concentrated in the Car- 
ibbean Sea to prevent the departure of fili- 
bustering expeditions from this country, but 
in spite of all the precautions taken it was 
found almost impossible to enforce the neu- 
trality laws, and the Spanish government 
complained frequently because filibustering 


expeditions landed in Cuba continually, and | 


even charged that they were aided and abet- 
ted by the government. 

The arrival of Antonio Barrios in this 
country seems to indicate that he is the 
leader of the expedition now being fitted out 
in Cuba. He reached San Francisco yester- 
day, having come direct from Panama. He 
is tlie leader of the Liberal party in Guate- 
mala, ard his followers have been indus- 
triously seeking to overturn the government 
and place him in the Presidential chair. 

He is a son of the late General Ruffino 
Barrios, founder of the Liberal party of 


| Guatemala, and who served as President of 
‘the republic for more than fourteen years. 


Sefior Barrios was forced to leave Guate- 
mala because of his political opinions and tho 
agitation for which he =~ his followers are 


responsible. |

ENDS LIFE TO JOIN HUSBAND. 


Mrs. Barbara Mc 
Since April 14 Last, Swallows Rat 
Poison and Dies. 


Grief over the death of her husband, which 
occurred last April, led Mrs. Barbara Mc- 
Dougall, 4585 Evans avenue, to end her life 
yesterday, which she did by swallowing! rat 
poison at 11 o’clock in the morning. She 
died in convulsions at 4:80 p.m. Late in the 
evening the Coroner's office was notified and 
an inquest will be held. , 

Mrs. McDougall was the widow of William 
McDougall of the firm ot McDougall & 
Whiteside, grain samplers. When he died 
on April 14 last she seemed on the point of 
losing her reason. For several days she 
insisted he was not dead, but soon would 
come back to her. 

Not until Decoration day did the woman 
come to an apparently full realization of 
the loss which had befallen her. On that 
day she went to Oakwoods with her niece, 
Mrs. F. E. McCollum, When the latter laid 
flowers on the grave of Mr. McDougall the 
widow showed no signs of grief till she 
chanced to see the name of her husband on 
the tombstone. Then with a cry she fell 
forward on the grave and fainted. Since 
that time her one expressed desire had been 


that she might join her husband in death. 


Soon after Mrs. McDougall took the poison 
her sister, Mrs. Cynthia Matthews of 


Toronto, Canada, and Mrs. McCollum en- 


tered her room and found her suffering in- 
tensely. She insisted her trouble was mere- 
ly a slight illness, but soon she was seized 
with convulsions and they summoned a 
physician. When he came Mrs. McDougall 
confessed she had taken the poison, and 
said she had done 80 to join her husband. 

„Mrs. McDougall was 50 years old, and a 
member of St. Alban’ s Episcopal Church. 
She was born in Canada and was married 
there. She and her husband came to Chi- 
cago sixteen years ago. Mrs. McDougall’s 

remains will be buried beside those of her 
husband next Tuesday.

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OPPOSES A MICROBE THEORY. 


Dr. Hill of Boston Makes Experiments 
with Telephones and Claims There 


Is Little Danger from Them. 


Boston, Mass., June 10.—[{Special.]—The 
popular notion that telephone tranemitters 
are breeding places for dangerous microbes 
and consequently disseminators of disease 
is opposed in a report which Dr. Hibbert W.

Six Men, Four Women, and Two Chil-

Twelve Filipinos—six men, four women, 
and two children—arrived at the Chicago 


_and Northwestern railroad station yesterday 


from San Francisce on the way to New York 
under the guidance of Professor L. M. Me- 
Cormick. The Filipinos remained in Chi- 
cago only a few hours, leaving for the East

destination is Glen Island, at which resort 
they will build a village out of imported 
bamboo and palm leaves and live after the 
manner of true Philippine natives, even to 
the island costume. 


RECRUITS START FOR MANILA. 


Fifty Men Enlisted at Chicago Go to 
Join General Otis’ Command in 
the Philippine. 
Captain P. H. Bomus, in charge of the 
army recruiting station, 2 West Madison 
street, sent fifty enlisted men to San Fran- 
cisco yesterday afternoon. The recruits 
will embark for Manila on June 14 to join 
General Otis’ forces in the Philippines. 
Captain Bomus will continue the enlistment 
of men in Chicago all summer. He expects 
to send 2,000 recruits to Manila before next 
Officers of the different regiments of the 
State militia deny the privates are being 
compelled to pay cOmmissions to their offi- 
cers for collecting from the State the pay 
due them for the time they were in camp 
before being mustered into the regular army.

First Lieutenant Richard B. Westnedge, 
surgeon, U. S. A., who died of typhoid fever 
yesterday in the Philippines, was a gradu- 
ate of Rush Medical College. Two years ago 
he married Miss Anna Gould, daughter of a 
former City Hall official, whose home at 
that time was in Jackson boulevard. Dr. 
Westnedge entered the army from Dubuque, 
Ia., at the beginning of the Spanish war, 
and served flrst in Cubb/a. 

Before coming to Rush Medical College he 
had served several years in the Michigan 
National Guard, and this secured him a 
quick promotion in the medical service. He 
went to Manila a short time ago to serve 
with the Third Regiment.

The Weiner Allgemeine Zeitung says it 
learns that after the falling through of the 
renewal of the Ausgleich, two ‘solutions 
seemed sible to the government—the re- 
tention of the whole Ausgleich, including 
the prolongation of the Austro-Hungarian 
bank charter, until 1903, or the continuance 
of the whole Ausgleich under the new 
statute until 1908. 

A further proposal, excluding the possibil- 
ity of the maintenance of the bankafter the 
expiration of the customs and commercial 
union, was considered also. Which plan, if 
any, will be adopted will not be known until 
Premier Coloman de Szell shall make his 
statement to the Diet. . 

According to the Neue Freie Presse, the 


compromise provides for the duration of the 


customs and commercial union and the 
Austro-Hungarian charter until 1907. The 


new constitution of the bank will be carried 


out immediately. and the commercial treat- 
les, which expire at the end of 1908, will be 
renewed to run until the end of 1907, so they 
may expire at the same time as the customs 
agreement. | | | | 
The settlement of the controversy over 
the Ausgleich marks the ending of a dispute 


which has threatened the disruption of the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire since Decem- 


ber, 1896. . 


The Ausgieich is the compact between 
Austria and Hungary which regulates sched- | 


ules and the proportion of the expenses of 
the empire which each kingdom must pay 


into the general treasury, as well as the con- 
trol of the Austro-Hungarian bank. This 


compact is renewable every ten years. 
In December, 1896, the Hungarian govern- 


ment denc unced the Ausgleich in hopes of 


securing a more favorable division of the 
expenses. 


Up to that time Austria paid 70 per cent 
| of the total expenses of the empire and Hun- 


gary 30 per cent. 

After several months spent in negotiations 
it was found impossible to reach an agree- 
ment and on May 4, 1887, the deputations 
separated. 

Oct. 21, 1897, the Ausgleich was pro- 
visionally prolonged for one year, with the 
agreement Austria was to pay 68.6 per cent 
of the general expenses and Hungary 31.4 
per cent. . ; 

During the Parliamentary session of 1897 
all effarts to reach an agreement were 
fruitless... 

April 20, 1898, a bill was submitted to the 
Reichsrath for a new Ausgleich, but it was 
so bitterly attacked in Austria it was re- 
jected. | 

Aug. 15, 1898, Emperor Francis Joseph re- 
quested the Austrian and Hungarian Pre- 


| miers to personally negotiate a new Aus- 


gleich. The two Premiers devised a new plan 
by which Hungary should regulate its own 


‘customs and egpnomic relations with Aus- 


tria independently and in accordance with 
its own laws, while Austria should exercise 
the same right. This plan met with the hos- 
tility of both kingdoms. . 

Since that time the negotiations have been 
in progress almost continuously, the settle- 
ment reached yesterday ending the long 


dispute.

Of course, the wall will not be ex- 
posed to the rush of the water or to the 
crushing of thejice, but the residents along 
the lake shore say that a wall can be built 
that will withstand easily the elements, and 
that the present one has fallen into decay 
merely because the foundation has been in- 
secure. The seawall was originally built out 
in the lake, but the water has receded for a 
short distance and the bottom has grown 
deeper under the wall until the wooden pier 
upon which the wall is built stands out from 
the water, and the material has rotted until

AMERICANS MIXED UP WITH POLIT-

to call upon M. Blac, the Prefect of Police, 
on Thursday, and explained that politics 
were entirely foreign to. the Puteaux club, 
and begged him to reconsider his decree and 
allow the club to be reopened. 

The Prefect of Police received Mr. Bennett 
with the utmost courtesy, but Informed him 
that as he was an American citizen it would 
be difficult for the authorities to take into 
consideration a request Which exclusively 
concerned Frenchmen.

Since the first day of January there have been: 
twenty-eight cases of lynching in the South, and 
every one of — colored. This is not only an 
unwarranted outrage upon them, but demoraliz-. 
ing to the white race. It terrorizes and unmans 
the former. It familiarizes the latter with law- 
lessness and crime, creating in them contempt for 
lawful authority and desire for mob rule. It is. 
— and destructive to the best interests of 


We deplore, condemn, and denounce in unmeas- 
ured terms crime by whomsoever committed, and 
desire the apprehension and legal punishment of 
every criminal. All we ask is that the regular 
machinery of justice be employed and the ac- 
cused given a fair and impartial trial—the course 
pursued with white men. 

In most of the Southern States your people are 
in a large majority, and in all of them you are in 
absolute control. Every branch of the govern- 
ment—executive, legislative, and judicial—is in 
your hands. The Judges are all white men and 
the jurors are almost exclusively composed of 
white men. Colored offenders have little chance 
for escape when guilty of a petty offense, and, if 
guilty of a serious crime, their conviction is cer- 
tain.

ice Reform League Criticises His 
| Stand on 2 Merit Order, 


John W. Ela, one of the members of the 


Executive committee of the National Civil 
Service Reform league, yesterday took up 
and criticised Secretary of the Treasury 
Lyman J. Gage's indorsement of the recent 
civil service order of President McKinley. 


“I have been a friend of Mr. Gage fora 


number of years,’’ said Mr. Ela, and up to 
this time always considered his ideas on this 
subject sound. He took an active. part in 
putting oy service methods into operation 
in Ilinois.. I am afraid the atmosphere of 
Washington is responsible for’his sudden 
change of views in this respect. 


Whether Mr. Gage is right or wrong in 


his stand, I am not in a position to say. The 
points he calls attention to are insignificant. 


He avoided the main issue of preserving civil 
service laws intact. This throwing open of 
a large number of federal positions to politi- 
——— as patronage is simply without any 
excuse or justification, according to my 
view. The number of positions the new 
order affects amounts up into the thousands, 
which is enough to cause public indignation. 
When Mr. Gage says the order is not a 
letting down of the bars for politicians,’ it 
must be meant in a sense that is incompre- 
hensible to me. It passes my understand- 
ing. He brings out the fact that since the 
order was promulgated not a single person 
has been discharged. I am not at all sur- 
prised. The people all over the country are 
indignant over this matter. If before the 
next national campaign opens several 
thousand persons are not discharged and 


their positions by those who have suc- 
ceeded in getting this order through, the 
fact will be the cause of great wonder to me. 

At the last conference of the National 
Civil Service league in Baltimore a strong 
protest was made against any order re- 
stricting the workings of civil service. It 
has gone unheeded by the administration, so 
it looks as if the administration had decided 
upon a non-civil service policy.” |

the amphitheaters in the clinica. They have 
a lofty and scientific disdain of all formality 
and of all social ugages. They elt er Study, 
play, talk shop, or drink beer, and thelr 
favorite tobacco is smoked in pipes. The 
Dents are much like them except that 
while talking they have a Habit of looking 
at one’s mouth instead of eyes. Home- 
ops are looked upon with scorn by both of 
these latter groups, and are so few in num- 
ber that but little of — habits appears 
above the surface. 

As for the Coeds,” 1040 are much like 
womankind in other spheres. They are of 
all classes, but do not enter to any great 
extent into the pastimes and diversions of 
the student body. They live much to them- 
selves, with their own sororities, friend- 
ships, and amusements.

ATHLETICS AND DRINKING. 


Athletics are a great feature of university’ 
life. Several hundred men try annually for 
the various teams, out of which, of course, 
but few are chosen. The great gymnasium, 
with Keene Fitzpatrick as its director, 10 an 
incentive to athletic culture, and hundteds 
of the men and women take advantage of It. 
The practice‘of the baseball and football 
| teams is always closely watched by large 

crowds, and although not many of the im- 
portant games are played in Ann Arbor, the 
gate receipts are liberal. Michigan has a 
different plan in conducting her athletics 
than is pursued by any other university. The 
direction of all the teams is in the hands oft: 
Charles Baird, 94, who has the title of Grad- 
| uate Manager. The result is that the prac- 
tice of one team woyking against the other, | 
to the detriment of the athletic treasury, has 
come to an end, and Michigan’s tremendous 
athletic successes during the last year are 
largely attributable to his management. 

There is but little more drinking at Mich- 

igan than at other universities. No saloons 
are allowed within half a mile of the campus, 
and it is a long walk to their haunts down-| 
town. After an athletic victory, or upon 
Friday or Saturday nights, they may be 
found crowded with students, but there is 
but little vi¢ioushess, ‘considering the per- 
fect liberty which the students are gtven. 
The drinking finds its vent in shouting, 
cheering, and singing, which is harmless, al- 
though it may vex the sleep of some of those | 
who retire at unreasonable hours.

CALIFORNIA'S NEW PRESS LAW. 


* Has Been a Dead Letter in han Fran- 


cisco, Though Operative in 
Other Towns. | 
The “fool” law of California, requiring 
that articles printed in a newspaper bear 
the signature of the writer, appears to be 
Operative in the State outside of San Fran- 
Cisco, but thus far it has been a dead letter 
in that city, so far as the daily papers are 
Like the anti-cartoon law, it 
‘was aimed particularly at the San Francisco 
papers, the majority of which are of the 
Sensational order, but both laws have been 
ignored by the dailies in that city, through 
the concerted action, it is said. of the news- 
paper proprietors, who are prepared jointly 
to fight the law in the courts. In some 
newspapers alsewhere in the State nearly 
everything printed bears the signature of 
the writer, although the law requires sig- 
matures only to articles which may reflect 
upon the character or integrity of any liv- 
ing person or upon the memory oi ny one 
Gead.. In some particulars, however, the 
law ig said to be ambiguous, and careful, 
law-abiding editors are not taking chances. 
One of the most conscientious of these is 
Jerome’ A. Hart, editor of the Argonaut, a 
Sea Francisco weekly. Mr. Hart has no 
sympathy with the law, characterizing it 
ae an evidence of “legislative tmbécility,”’

| BRITISH 701107 IN CHINA, 
Great Britain has officially chosen the 
“ spheres of influence policy in China, and 
has ignored Lord Charles Beresford’s ag- 
gressive scheme on behalf of the open door. 
Mr. Brodrick, Parliamentary Secretary of 
the Foreign office, has clearly defined what 
the Salisbury government will do and will 
not do in China, One of the things it will 
not do is to undertake Lord Charles’ fan- 
tastie plan of organizing the whole Chinese 
army and propping up the Manchu dynasty 
with the aid of Japan, Germany, and the 
United States. Mr. Brodrick was correct 
in his remark that his Lordship was over- 
sanguine as to the part the United States 
was willing to play in such a scheme. , 
The things which the British government 
undertakes to do in China are amply suff- 
cient to keep it busy. It will control the 
entire length of the Yang-tse River by 
means of gunboats to protect its trade. It 
will not permit China to alienate to any 
other power the provinées bordering on the 
Yang-tse. ‘It will,connect that central 


‘iver of China with the Burmah railway, 
thus uniting the two great British empires 
in India and China. 


Finally, it will resist 
the granting of a Russian railway connec- 
tion with Peking. This last is the most 
radical and important point in the declara- 
tion made by Mr. Brodfick. It defines the 


line where Russian advancement will be 


checked. Though he attempted to make 
light of the probability of such a demand 
from Russia, he stated that “the govern- 
ment must dectare, if the demand is pressed, 


that it will be forced to advise the Chinese 


government against a concession calculated 
to transfer the government of Peking to 
te power.“ The statement is none the 
significant for being couched in ex- 
tremely diplomatic language. 

There is little that is new in this declara- 
tion of British designs in China, but it is 
an official death sentence for the Chinese 
empire. It serves noti¢e on the other Eu- 
ropean powers that Great Britain will grad- 
ually seize and hold the entire Yang-tse Val- 
ley, constituting one-third of the Chinese 
empire. It notifies the Czar that he will 
not be interfered with in his plans for seiz- 
ing Manchuria and Mongolia, but warns 


| him that he must stay on the other side of 


the great wall. France, Germany, Italy, 
and Austria are welcome to get such minor 
slices as happen to be left. Japan and the 
United States do not want Chinese terri- 
tory. China is not asked for its opinions on 
vivisection, 

It is difienlt to Great Britain 
could have adopted any other policy in 
China. Russia is the real aggressor, and 
the complete seizure of the Yang-tse Val- 


ley will ultimately be necessary in self-de- 


fense. The vital point is that Russia seeks 
dominion, while Great Britain would be 
céntent with the commercial open door. 
As Mr. Brodrick says, no door has yet 


been shut; but that is no guaranty for the 


future, Great -Britain has chosen the 
easiest method for sechring its commercial 
rights, though at the expense of China's ex- 
lstence as an empire. The perpetual danger 
ot war with Russia continues as. before. 
The sympathies of the United States are 
with the British and the open door, but our’ 
interests lie in free commercial intercourse 
with both th the erent rivals. |

| TO COPE WITH “TUBERCULOSIS. 
The chief subject before the meeting of 


the American Medical association in ses- 


sion at Columbus last week has been 2 
to deal with tuberculosis. 

Not only has the section on State medi- | 
cine appointed a special committee on the 

subject for the coming year, but the asso- 
dation, acting as a body, has directed the 
appointment of a committee to “ prepare 
a report on the nature of tuberculosis, its 
communicability and prevention, the more 
effectual means of controlling the spread 
of infection, and of educating the people 
in personal hygiene, . the advisa- 
bility of establishing national and State 
sanatoria, and such other matters as may 
be pertinent to the subject,” and to present 
this report as a memorial to Congress and 
to all the State Legislatures. 

It is the feeling of the association that 
important results will flow from this ac- 
tion, since this memorial is not only to pre- 
sent the facts which have now become es- 
tablished respecting this disease but is also 
to recommend definite measures. 

Statistics on this subject as regards this 
country are incomplete, and one of the 
things which these committees will proba- 


| bly do will be to put in order such data as 


exist and to induce more adequate methods 
for gathering information. 

One of the most interesting and signifi- 
cant events discussed at the convention 
was the establishment on April 1 by the 
United States government of a tract of 
sixteen square miles at Fort Stanton, N. 
M., as a colony for treating tuberculous 
patients in the charge of the marine hos- 
pital service. Located in a high and arid 
region, this experiment station will develop 


this disease. 

It is only one i ot the unprece-

This tranafer is noticeable and 
ll there is ample occasion for its furthet 
emphasis. When one visits a library and 
gauges the long shelyes of public reports 


compiled by bureaus and commissions 


whose duty and pextormance stop with 
mere compilation, when one further notes 

e tendency of science to confine itself 

strictly to research, and when one dis- 
covers how lacking in “ practical sugges- 
tions” scientific men often are, one sym- 
pathizes with Dr. Dewey’s further declara- 
tion that “ when a theory of knowledge for- 
gets that its value rests in solving the 
problem out of which it has‘atisen . . . 
it is a luxury and ee a social nuisance 
and disturber,” 
In an article in the current Annals of 
the American Academy of Political and 
Social Science, on iy A Function of the 
Social Settlement,“ Miss Jane Addams 
gives forcible expression to these ideas. 
„All of us,” she asserts, “ who have been 
through the old fashioned school arid col- 
lege, can remember the tedium and con- 
fusion of always getting ready for some- 
‘thing, of preparing for the life which was 
to follow school.“ 

Miss Addams’ Ulustration of present day 
effort to apply knowledge to life is the 
social settlement. “At last,” she says, 
“certain people ha ve consciously formed 
themselves into groups for the express pur- 
pose of effecting application” of knowl- 
edge to life. To this end they “have 
naturally sought the spots were the dearth 
of this applied knowledge was most ob- 
fen, and through all possible methods 

— fellowship,” “literary presentation,” 
“exhibits, concerts, dramatic representa- 
tions,” legislation, agitation, counsel—a set- 
tlement seeks to “ make common its con-

A PIOUS VIEW | OF PRIZE FIGHTS. 

It seems that the father of James Jeffries, 
the new heavyweight champion slugger, is 
‘a minister of the gospel. The Los Angeles 
dispatches show his piety to be of the sort 
that is not scared out of working order by 
a sight of the devil or the prize ring. He 
has for some time been saying that God 
‘would be on the side of Jim if he wished his 
son to win. When the news of his son’s 
victory came he is reported as saying: “I 
think our prayer has come to be verified, 
and I believe God's will was in the ring- 
side.“ The champion’s mother is also con- 
fident that J ia 8 victory is for some good 
purpose.“ * 

In the face of this fine combination ot 
paternal loyalty and thoroughgoing piety 
it seems rather cynical to quote Napoleon’s 
‘aphorism about God and the strongest bat- 
tallons. Napoleon's theology, however, 
seems to fit the case with less moral strain 
than the more orthodox kind. One would 
rather not regard the ancient God of battles 
as superintending the affairs of the prize 
ring. Fitzsimmons is inclined to the Na- 
poleonic school of theology on this point. 
He is in the humble and contrite frame of 
mind that goes with the new prefix of “ ex ' 
to his title of “ champion of the world. * 
He admits that Jeffries was a younger man, 
a larger man, a heavier man, and a stronger 
man than himself, with at least as much 
fistie science and skill. He might add, in 
the words of the hymn, I was not always 
thus.” His views “before and after tak- 
ing show an interesting dissimilarity. 

Before taking his medicine Fitzsimmons 
said: From the first I have believed I had

’ pugilistic career before me. I admire. Mr. 
Jeffries’ grit and know him to be a deserv- 
ing young fellow, but he has undertaken a 
little too much. He must bite the dust.”

A distinguished New York 
doctor used to say that he had known only 
onè man te die what he We a natural 
death. 

Scientific men are nek agreed as 0 the 
greatest limit of human life, Professor 
Owen placing it at about 103 and Flourens 
at 185. Probably Richardson’s limit of 110 
years is nearer the truth. This great sani- 
tarian even asserted that seven out of every 
ten intelligent people could reach that limit 
if they only took proper care of themselves. 
He aimed at the physician's ideal, the time 
when “there shall be no more an infant of 


days nor an old ‘man who hath not filled his 


days.” Longevity is more likely to be at- 
tained by Richardson’s method of strict con- 
formity to the laws of health than by Rob- 
erts’ secret “goat juice formula; Pro- 
fessor Steele, in the last number of the 
Chicago Clinic, states that “ The. claims } 
made for the new (Roberts’) treatment are 
startlingly novel and highly improbable.” 
“Tt has, nevertheless,” he says, interested 
some hitherto respectable and reputable 
members of the profession to the extent of 
lending it their names and influence.“ 
“The law of Muller, that like tissue or 
cells produce tissue or cells simiiar to the 


parent structure, precludes the possibility 


of raising feathers on a dog or hair on a 
pigeon. In an article in the Medical Age 
Mr. Kinnear says that there are certain 
physical indications which give clews to 
longevity, Thus, “A large heart, large 
lungs, large brains, and digestive powers in- 
dicate long life.” “A person who appears 
tall in sitting and short and rather thick- 
set in standing is more apt to live long, being 
endowed with a long trunk and short legs 
and arms.“ 

In spite of all that has “been written re- 
cently on the subect of longevity Richard- 
son's sanitary sermons on the avoidance of 
the “diseases of modern life,” published 
a quarter of a century ago, still remain the 
classical monitor which teaches us what to 
avoid if we believe life is worth living a lit- | 
tle longer than what is now regarded as the 


natural span.

pect of crime called the attention of the 

physicians present and of the community 

at large to an important subject. Dr. 

wer evidently belongs to the school of 
broso, Ferri, and their associates. 

It a defective anatgmical basis is proved 
to be the chief cause of crime, then in the 
future it is to the physician that people 
must look for guidance as to the care and 
cure of the criminal, and not exclusively to 
the clergyman and the educationalist, as 
has been done in the past. The chances of 
cure are greater in the case of juvenile 
offenders, who can be removed from the 
unhealthy surroundings which indnce an 
unhealthy . and its n an unhealthy 
mind. 

There is no doubt that a good deal of the 
opposition to “ Lombrosianism,” as it is 
somewhat sneeringly termed, arises from 
the fear that his conclusions, if accepted. 
would enormously enlarge the sphere of 
criminal irresponsibility. No one doubts 
the sincerity of Lombroso. but in his enthu- 
siasm for his science he is too uncritical in 
his methods. Many of his generalizations 
are premature, and he is too ready to take 
abnormal physical features as proofs of 
psychical abnormality, miarely because he 
finds them occasionally associated in crim- 
inals.. Criminality often occurs in men of 
normal physical development and average 
or even unusual mental powers. Until 
Lombroso or Ferri can explain this on a 
material basis one must hesitate before 
making criminal! anthropology the basis for 
criminal jurisprudence. While giving their 
school due credit for much scientific work 
people must recognize that their science is 
an interesting and important branch of 
biology, and that in the future it may make 
its way towards important practical results, 
though it is hardly sufficiently advanced to 
be applied to the guidance of jurors and 
pardon boards, or to interfere with the 
execution of the present criminal laws. 
This science, however, opens ont a new 
field for criminal therapeutics, and in this 
lies the value of Dr. Brower's lecture. 
Clinical instruction in prisons may soon be 
as necessary for medical students as it now 
is in hospitals and insane asylums. i 


ADVENT OF THE AUTOMOBILE. 

The day of the automobile in Chicago 
is near at hand and the horseless cab 
will be a familiar sight on Michigan avenue, 
the Lake Shore drive, and the various 
boulevards before Aug. 1. The boulevards 
are to be used first because of their smooth- 
ness, and the service will be extended as 
fast as streets are put into such condition 
that automobiles can be propelled over 
them. Bad roads jar the machinery, so 
that ‘the vehicles would soon be out of 
order. Nearly all the roads in Chicago 
are bad, the cross roads almost without 
exception are execrable, some of them are 


impassable except at the risk of breakage. . 


It may be that the automobile will help 
to secure better roads and convince some 
unprogyessive property-holders that im- 
proved streets are better than unimproved 
and that good paving is preferable to the 
present disgraceful conditions.

KILLARNEY LAKES FOR A 777 

The proposed purchase ot the Lakes of 
Killarney by Irish-Americans, some ac- 
count of which has been given in Tue Tris- 
UNE’s special London cables, is a scheme 
that will be of interest to lovers of the beau- 
tiful and the picturesque the world over. 


The proposal probably owes its suggestion 


to the visit of the Goulds a. fortnight ago in 


their steam yacht Niagata, which called at 


Kingstown, Belfast, and Oban on the way 
for a summer cruise to Norway. It is un- 
derstood the lakes can now be had for $250,- 
000, and their purchase and presentation 
to dhe people of Ireland for a national park 
would be a pleasant gift on the part of Mr. 
Gould or of wealthy Irish-Americans, | 


One of the unrealized ambitions of Ire- 


land has been to have a royal residence 


erected in the Killarney region or in the 


romantic and beautiful country to the south- 
west. Queen Victoria, however, has al- 
ways been contented with Balmoral for a 
summer residence, and the proposal for a 
royal residence in Ireland has never been 
seriously considered. It is probable the 
recent talk about the purchase of this region 
has had for its ultimate abject the setting 
aside by the government of the famed Kil- 
larney Lakes as a national park. Certain- 
ly the measure would be an extremely pop- 
ular one in Ireland, and the opportunity the 
government now has should be improved. 
Few who have not visited southwestern 
Ireland are aware of the beauty. and charm 
of its scenery. Readers of Jean Ingelow's 
„Off the Skelligs know something of the 
picturesqueness of the islands off the coast, 
and it was upon his first sight of Glengariffe 
that Anthony Trollope exclaimed: “O! 


what a little heaven!“ Some affirm that 


' Glengariffe is superior to Killarney in beau- 
ty, as it certainly is in grandeur, and Ma- 
caulay’s description of southwestern Ire- 
land may be cited to show that “ the green 
isle of the ocean” is worthy of the admira- 
tion of its hosts of visitors every summer. 
The beauty and charm of the upper, mid- 
dle, and lower lakes of Killarney have been 
celebrated in verse and prose, on canvas and

HAPPY GUAM, 

The lot of the naval officers who are

One ves- 
sel is already on the way there loaded 
with things useful and ornamental, fur- 
niture for the residences, agricultural im- 
plements, winduiills, animals, and articles 
of “bigotry and virtue.“ Nature and 
climate in Guam make few demands. There 
is no reason why the Governor and his 
staff may not live not oniy comfortably 
but luxuriously all the year round, and 
enjoy a continuous al fresco existence.

The science of government will 
be reduced to the minimum of effort, for 
the islanders are happy children of nature 
who do not need governing.

A gamekeeper on the Carden Park estate in 
that county one day. shot a sparrowhawk, 
which he hung upon a tree as a warning to 
other feathered depredators. 

The interesting discovery wae subsequent- 
ly made that a wren had in the most in- 
genious manner conceivable built ita nest 
upon the scarecrow, fixing it on the under- 
side of the dead bird’s body between the 
wings and legs. | ea 

In another case a wren chose an almost 
equally strange place fora nest. Ina sheep- 
yard on Mr. Hodson's farm at Iford, Sussex, 
there happened to be last year an old jacket 
hanging from a beam. In one of the pock- 
ets of this the gentle Mttle bird had made its 
nest, which, when it was discovered, con- 
tained five eggs. 

It was a wren, too, that made its home in 
an old cannon at Kiel harbor. Into the bore 
of this ancient piece of ordnance some mis- 
chievous urchins had stuffed a quantity of 
rubbish, and on its being cleaned out a 
wren's nest was f at the extreme end 
of the bore, immediately below the touch- 


. hole. 


The neighborhood at that time was much 
infested by the predatory feline, and it was, 
doubtless, instinct which prompted the wren 
to make its nest in the cannon, where &

The ubiquitous sparrow seems to have a 
great partiality for the railway. A few sea- 


sors ago one built a nest between the West- 
tnghouse brake of one of the London, Lbs

UARDING the northeastern entrance 

to Washington Park stands a giant 

elm. -Everybody admires it and a 

few regard it with sentiments of gen- 

wine affection. Its friends call it 

Grant’s elm. Few of the trees among the 

thousands in Chicago have more reason to 

rear themselves in proud solitude and to 
lord it over lesser growths. 

Old-timers in Chicago remember well the 
great Sanitary fair in Dearborn Park in the 
epring of 1865. But best of all, they remem- 
ber the acclaim with which the victorious 
Generals Grant and Sherman were received 
at that fair and at the public reception in the 
old Crosby Opera-House. But comparative- 
ly few recall the ceremonies which were car- 
ried out at that time in the pretty village of 
Hyde Park. A great tract of land had but 
a short time before been set aside for the 

future, and every energy of the little munic- 
‘{pality was being bent toward its beautifica- 


tion. The cry was for trees to make a fine 


park of what had been a morass.

LUMBER DOCK ALIVE 


Active Demand for Boats Gives 
Wind-Jammers Plenty 
to Do. 


CAPT. DUNHAM’SVIEWS 


USINESS is brisk along the lumber 
dock these days, and the sailor man 
is coming into his own again. After 
the dull period of last summer, which 
drove the mariners to enlistment in 

the navy and to the harvest fields to keep 
from starving, good times are returning. 
The boats no longer tie up and await work. 
They go by towed by tugs, and the lumber- 
shovers and sailors, too, find plenty to do 
in the lumber district unloading. 

The lumber dock extends from Franklin 
street around the bend in the river to the 
Lake street bridge. The basements facing 
the water are occupied by saloons. The 
ceilings are low. The floors are strewn with 
sawdust and tables are provided where the 
gailor may sleep in touch with the tradi- 
‘tions of his calling by drinking amber beer 
from schooners of marvelous depth. In 
these bumpers may be found all conditions 
that obtain on and in the waters of the 
lake, so far as they cencern the sailor. The 
top shows froth, representing the fury of 
the storm. Below is the swirling current 
that.troubles the helmsman. In the bottom

T. PETERSBURG, May 20.—After en- 
during an arctic snow storm 
for twenty-four hours in the ice- 
bound steppes without other cover 
than the clothes on her back, and 
after losing her horse, Timir-Kis, a girl of 
17 and the mail carrier of the Village of 
Karatiach, Siberia, lay buried under five 
feet of snow for mine days and as many 
nights, without food or drink, her head and 
arms were bare, and she breathed with diffi- 
culty through a hol¢ in the snowbank dug by 
her finger nails. The thermometer was 
from 15° to 20° below zero while the storm 
lasted; afterwards it hovered between 1 


and 5 below zero; yet this girl lives and, > 


what is more, has regained the use of 


ums. which at first seemed frozen th 


and through. | 

Dr. Jechelson, the ethnologist, who 
ported on this case before the St. Peters- 
burg Geographical society, was one of the 
rescuing party that took Timir-Kis from her 
icy sepulcher. Afterwards he verified the 
natives’ statements regarding her absence 
from home and the length of her presence 
in the arctic wilderness by looking up the 
official records in the imperial posthquses 
at Rellie, from where Timir-Kis started out. 
and at Kolinsk, where she changed horses. 

Kolinsk stands midway on the Rellie- 
Karatiach route, marking the threshold of 
a vast wilderness wherein “ on a day’s sharp 
ride you will look in vain for a human hab- 
tation, or, in fact, foryany living thing, 
says Jechelson. The lecturer admitted that 
the adventure defied all known laws of hy- 
giene, but pointed out that of the preserva- 
tion of health among tire aretic people little 
is known in scientific circles. 

Jechelson has only just returned from a 
three years’ journey in the northernmost 
parts of eastern Siberia, whither he went on 
a tour of exploration by orders and at the 
expense of the Siberian Geographical so- 
ciety. Coming from Verkhenyansk, one of 
the chief towns of the Province of Yakootsk, | 


ne arrived at Karatiach a day or two after 
ad blizzard, when the natives were preparing 


to send out a searching party for their miss- 
ing mail carrier. As volunteers were scarce, 
the doctor joined the little band of three 
tardy relatives that finally started out in 
the hope of being able to combine discov 
and research with the contemplated wor 
The neighborhood of Karatiach,” says 
Jechelson, may be termed the pole of the 
old world in respect to cold—in fact, in no 
other known region such extremes of cold 
and heat occur. The natives told me that 
from whatever quarter the wind may blow 
it cannot fail to bring warmer temperature. 
At Verkhonyansk the average temperature 
during the three winter months is. 53° 
below zero, and Karatiach 18 still ninety- 
five miles further north. The usual interval 
between the latest frosts of one season and 
the earliest of the next is a little more than 
two months, and the ground thereabouts is 


free of snow during one-fifth of the year 


only. When I approached the village on 
the Ist day of November it almost 
buried out of sight, and if ithaan't been for 
the high, slender columns of smoke rising 
from the tops of snow mounds enveloping the 
huts we might have passed by without sus- 


pecting the presence of this settlement.“ 


Generations of Mail Riders. 


The rescuing party took the road in Jechel- 
son's’ reindeer sleigh on Nov. 2, 1808, and 
in the course of the first day’s travel the 
explorer learned all about Timir-Kis and 
her people. The Karatlachers are Yakuts, 
of Turkish or mixed Turkish origin. They 
have the thick, black hair of the Mongolian 
and his ‘middle-sized stature, dark ahd nar- 
row eyes, and a broad, flat nose. They live 
in log cabins, into the small windows of 
which plates of ice are inserted instead of 
glass during sight months out of twelve. 
Reindeer and sheep flesh are their staple 
food, mare’s milk koumiss the beverage on 
which they like to get drunk. Their land 
produces. nothing but grass and roots, but 
in the summertime the men occasionally 
make a few rubles by digging for fossil 
ivory obtained from antediluvian. animals 
buried, in the alluvium ot the River Lena 
and it tributaries and along the shores of 
the Arctic Ocean. | 

Timir-Kis’ folks have been imperial mail 
riders ever since the days of Ivan the Ter- 
rible. There being no boy in the family, the 
post fell to this young maid two years ago, 
when her father died of indigestion incurred 
by eating mastodon meat preserved in an 
iceberg ‘that landed on the nearby seacoast. 
The pachyderm ‘having been in cold storage 
probably five or ten thousand years, it’s not 
strange that its flesh disagreed With Kis 
senior, though he enjoyed it at first. Se. 
Timir used to carry, besides the mails, 
small consignments of goods for the store’ 
keepers of her native village; this time she 
was known to harte fetched from Res Rellie 
a bag of Chinese tea and one of sugar, and 
as these were mtended to provision the set- 


tlement for the ensuing winter months, the 


general anxiety about the girl can be under- 
stood. If Timir-Kis was lost, so were their 
chief stimulants for the period when life is 
at its lowest ebb. lel 

„Our ride,” said Jechelson, “ took us over 
an immense plaln—marshy meadows, grown 
with mosses and lichens during the summer, 
an ocean of ice and at this time of the 
year. Lashed by thé Arctic gale, the snow 
had drifted and packed into a series of huge 
traverse billows, over which our sleigh jolt- 
ed, now mounted on the slope of one wave, 
again plunging into the hollow of another.

Slowly Thawed Out. 

Dr. Jechelson says the girl’s limbs began 
“ thawing; out on the second day, but 
that she got back the use of her right hand 
only on the fifth day. On the fourth day she 
asked for her pipe and after smoking ten 
minutes she said that she felt better. Then 
they began to feed her with small bits of 
meat, well cooked’ She did not eat raven- 
ously, but kept on eating day and night. 

On the tenth day,.“ continues the doctor, 
e stood Timir-Kis up and she remained 
on her feet, but couldn't walk. When I left, 
a month after the accident, the maid was 
apparently restored to health and useful- 
ness, but could not be persuaded to leave 
the hut.

This is Timir-Kis’ own account of her ad- 


venture as reported to Dr. Jechelson: 

The weather looked threatening at the 
time I left Reille on Spirdon day (Oct. 30), 
but when I changed horses at Kolinsk, the 
beginning of the desert, the wind had sub- 
sided. However, I hadn’t proceeded ten 
versts when it broke loose again, bringing 
snow in its wake, such masses of snow as 
we usually get about Christmas time. The 
snow froze in the air and fel in such tor- 
rents as to obscure the heavens. It grew 
dark at mid-day, and, as every trace of the 
road was lost, I dismounted, loosened my 
horses’s bellystrap, bound him to a tree, and 
deposited myself by his side on the ground. 
Thus I profited by his animal warmth, and 
I wasn’t frightened, but neither the horse 
nor I slept during that awful day or night. 
The horse was uncovered, hungry, like my- 
self, and shook with the cold.

“ Thougly the blizzard still raged, I did 
not give up hope of reaching the village or of 
meeting a companion in misfortune, who 
might help or guide me.

The temperature must have been from 15° 
to 20° below zero, the wind continued high, 
carrying the snow before K. As I walked 
and struggled along, the sharp, metallic 
creaking of the crisp snow sounded con- 
tinuously in my ears.

Those of us who are not millionaires and 
who sometimes writhe under the proud 
men’s contumely cannot but feel a sympa- 
thetic envy when a group of overridden 
millionaires strike back at a group of con- 
tumelious millionaires.

ERE a. history of the horticulture 
_of IInnois for the last half century 
to be written, it necessarily would 
include the history of the horti- 
& cultural societies of the State, for 
to thie efforts of these organizations is largely 

due the knowledge of the capabilities and 

resources of the State, and the diffusion of 


horticultural information. The pioneers in 


this work, for the most part, were men in 
the nursery business, who did much for the 
on and dissemination of trees and 

plants for fruit, shelter. and. ornament, in 


1850 efforts had. been made to 


the ‘Prairie State. 


dd A 
time was formed the Northwestern Fruit 
Growers’ association, with John H. Bryant 
as ‘and Samuel Edwards as secre- 
tary. 


Its largest membership was in II- 
linois, but it also included southern Wis- 


eonsin and eastern Iowa. Meetings were 


held successively at Dixon, Chicago, Bur- 
lington, and Altom The Burlington meeting 
was notable for its exhibition of apples, 
rivaling in extent and perfection anything 
of later years. The meeting at Alton seems 
to have been the last. 

In 1856 the Illinois State Horticultural so- 

was organized at- Decatur, with Dr. 
In 1857 
the was inc 
that time on the list of offlcers and mem- 
bers has included the names of all the 
prominent horticulturists of the State. The 
earlier members devoted not only time and 
expense to atitend the meetings and fur- 
nish papers and discussions, but often con- 
tributed the money necessary to publish 
and distribute the proceedings for the bene- 
fit of the public. 

Legislature Comes to Its Aid. 

In 1867 the Legislature, recognizing the 
value of the society and the work it was 
doing, made an appropriation for the purpose 
of extending its field. This has been con- 
tinued and added to, and now the biennial 
appropriation for this society is regarded by 
the General Assembly as one sure to be care- 
fully and economically managed and bene- 
ficent in its results. H 

Since the reorganization of the society its 
management has been vested in an Execu- 
tive board, consisting of the President and 
Secretary, elected by the State society, and 
the President and Vice President of each 
of the three district societies. the northern, 
central, And southern. The district societies 
hold annual meetings. The State society holds 
its annual meeting ustally e last. week 
in December, and its program is made up of 
the best available talent of the State, assist- 
ed generally by some of the prominent horti- 
culturists of neighboring States. 

An edition of 5,000 coples of the annual re- 
port is published and furnished free to the 
life and annual members of the State and 
district societies, to public Hbraries, and 


tributed.through the County Farmers’ In- 
stitutes. It is conceded these reports are 
not surpassed in practical information and 
completeness by any other State report pub- 
lished in the country. 


Exhibit at the World's Fair. 

An attractive addition to the winter meet - 
ings of the society are exhibits of fruits, 
nuts, and vegetables, for which , liberal 
premiums are offered. In the earlier years 
public fairs or exhibitions occasionally were 

held during the season when fruit and flow- 
ers were most abundant. . 

The Illinois fruit exhibit at Chicago in 1893 
was a notable one and did much to call at- 
tention to Illinois as a fruit producing State. 
In all 429 varieties of fruits were shown. | 

At the Omaha exposition in 1808 a success- 
ful exhibit was kept up from June to No- 
vember. | 

But it is not the frult industry alone that 
receives the fostering care of this society. 
Flower and vegetable gardening, the con- 
servation of forests, the planting of groves, 
and the ornamentation of parks and home 
grounds all receive attention. 

The present President of the society is H. 
M. Dunlap of Savoy, son of M. L. Dunlap, 
whose writings on agricultural topics over 
the non de plume of Rural long were a 
feature of THE TRIBUNE.

Cryptography Used as a 
Means to Insure 
Secrecy. 


KAISER’S WEIRD SIGN 


How Diplomatic Correspond- 
ence Is Carried On by 
Sign Language.

ERLIN SCHLOSS, May 22, 1899.—Per- 
haps the world wouldn't wonder so 
much at the Kaiser’s frequent visits 
to foreign courts if it knew the diffi- 
culties of his private cipher. As it 
is he préfers to spend a night on the train 
it he must communicate with Munich, Karls- 
ruhe, or Vienna than exhaust his patience 
on his cryptograph, that is about the most 

complicated affair of its kind. he 
This cryptograph, designed especially for 
his Majesty’s correspondence with the fed- 
eral Princes of the empire, is written after 

the following fashion: 

First William writes down the twenty-five 
leters of the German alphabet, which doesn't 
recognize j.“ in a horizontal line, indent- 


ing it a fraction of a space as big as a 


single letter. This he repeats twenty-five

The meaning of the cipher is found by 
an ingenious method of mixing up and ex- 
changing the letters of the watchword wi 
those of the language and the election lines. 
Sometimes the watchword is spelled baek- 
wards, again the method of deciphering is 
simplified by using only as many „language 
lines as there are letters in the watchword. 

Why Wilhelm Disappears. 
Of course the Kaiser hasn’t got the pa- 


-¢ience to use this cryptograph more often 


than he is actually obliged to do. Hence 
his frequent sudden disappearances in the 
direction of foreign capitals. For the same 
reason his Ministers are frequently obliged 
to chase after him when he is absent from 
the capital. His Majesty is too busy to 
make out their cipher telegrams and letters 
and dare not intrust the job to his adjutants. 
The Gorman government uses two distinct 
systems of ciphers for its correspondence 
with representatives abroad. The one for 
Ministers and Consuls at important courts 
of seats of government has for a basis a net- 
work of thirty-six squares. The uppermost 
quadrate on the left remains free. The 
upper ‘horizontal and the first vertical line 
of squares are inscribed by the five vowels, 
while the German alphabet is inscribed in 
the rest of the twenty-five squares. 
‘The official part of the dispatch appears in 
vowels exclusively. In writing it the follow- 
ing method is observed: The wording of the 
dispatch having been decided upon, recti- 
linear lines are drawn from the letters in the 
squares (that correspond with those of the 
word selected) in the direction of the vowels, 
and those upon which the lines terminats 
are used instead of the real letters. 
‘This seems to be an improvement upon ar 
old English cipher recognizing exclusi 
the letter “a” and b,“ which, by a 
variety of positions, were so arranged that 
Lach in groups of five, represented all the 
letters of the alphabet. : 
Prince Bismarck’s Cipher. 
The German Ambassadorial cipher Bis- 
marck worked out himself, and there is up 
to this day no printed or typewritten copy, 
nor ts the key known to anybody besides 
the Kaiser, the Chancellor, and the Ambas- 
sadors. After concocting the cryptograph 
the Iron One wrote the set of eleven keys 
needed under his régime—that is, before the 
Washington embassy was created—with his 
own hand, and when Caprivi moved into 
Withelmstrasse he found in the secret 
archives a letter advising him to undertake 
the work of making more copies, whenever 
requiréd, himself. This “to avoid mis- 
takes. Consequently it may be 
that Herr von Holleben's cipher, in accord- 
ance with the tradition of the office, is in the 
handwriting of Prince Hohenlohe. 
As Bismarck detested the mechanical 
Work of writing to the last degree, and as, 
‘moreover, he had in Lothar Bucher a most 
trusted and trustworthy secretary, it is evi- 
dent that he attached immense importance 
to the safekeeping of his cipher. Even the 
Emperor is said to have experienced some 
difficulties in obtaining his copy, Bismarck 
arguing that it might not be entirely secure 
in the Kaiser's study.

opinion that the sun is really blue 
and not yellow, as we see it,“ said 
Professor T. J. J. See of the Naval 
Observatory at Washington, who has made 
himself famous recently as the discoverer 
of “double stars in numbers hitherto un- 

“You have only to imagine the atmos- 
pheric envelope of the earth, which hinders 
vision, removed, and the heavens are re- 
vealed to the eye in an altogether new and 
unfamiliar aspect. The sky in broad day- 
light is black, and the moon, if above the 
horizon, is no longer yellow but a brilliant 
white. Though the blue sun shines above, 
the stars are much brighter and more dis- 
tinctly seen than ever before on the clearest 
night. Furthermore, they differ much in 
color, some of them being red, others blue, 
others rose-color, others violet, and yet 
others green. 

“A strange aspect of the universe this 
would seem to be; and yet such is its true 
appearance, whereas we are accustomed to 
behoid it altered to the eye by the interfer- 
ence of the atmosphere. As is well known, 
the sky looks blue because,of the breaking 
up of the light by innumerable particles of 
dust and moisture affoat in the air. Take 
away this hindrance to vision and no longer 
will diffusion of sunlight obscure the view 
of the stars, each of which will shine like 
a separate lamp in the blackness of space. 

All Stars Are Suns. 

»The blue sun, under present circum- 
stances, looks yellow because the blue light 
rays, having short wave lengths, do not 
easily penetrate the atmospheric coat of the 
earth. The yellow waves are much longer, 
and have a better chance to get through, 
2 the sun is yellow and sunlight is yel-

“The color of a star—otherwise to 

termed a distant sun—varies according to — 

age.

‘the hotter a star the bluer it gets, because 


heat means an activity that engenders 

lue light waves. Sirius is a blue star, as 
seen through the telescope, simply because 
it is so hot. Probably Sirius gives out 100 
times as much light as our sun, though it is 
only three, or, pérhaps four. times as big: 
Vega, in the constellation Lyra, hundreds of 
times as big as our sun, is blue, and the in- 
ference is that the heat it emits is tremend-

of these stars as viewed through the medium 
of our atmosphere. Their colors, in some 
cases, are so vivid as to exhibit marked dif- 
ferences; but if the air-envelope of the earth 
were taken away their varying tints would 
be much more noticeable. From what I 
have said you will have understood that the 
suns of the universe go through progressive 
alterations of hue as they grow older. Our 
own sun is becoming steadily bluer, because 
it is growing hotter. Every star, or sun, 
grows hotter and hotter up toa certain point 
in its history, and then cools. Our sun, 
through the contraction of its gaseous body, 
is still gaining temperature, while losing 
bulk at the rate of ten inches in diameter 
per diem. It will be ten inches less thick 
tomorrow than it is today. 1 |

However, our sun has nearly reached the 
limit of its increase in temperature, and be- 


fore long it will begin to cool off. My belief 


is that within 300,000 years the solar orb. 
“while considerably smaller,than now, will be 


so hot that it will look decidedly blue even 
as seen through the earth’s atmosphere; 
thereafter it will show signs of running down 
quite rapidly, and a tendency, will soon fol- 
low, on the part of the human population of 
the earth, to huddle toward the equator. — 

- ** So well as we are able to perceive man- 
kind must be destroyed eventually by the 
progress of cold, and, in my opinion, the 
sun will not shine for more than 4,000,000 
years longer. Originally, of course, it was 
a nebula, composed of eold particles, chiefly 
stony and widely scattered. These particles, 
gathering together by mutual attraction, 
formed a body in which heat was engendered 


by the falling together of the particles com- 


posing it. Since then the progressive shrink- 
ing—i. e.: falling together—of the particles 


nas resulted in the emission of heat. 
It is about 32,000,000 years since the sun 


began to shine, and we may reasonably ex- 
pect that it will give warmth enough to sus- 
tain life on the earth for a million years to 
come. I donot think that we can count upon 
a more extended survival for the human 


race. 1 
Density of Solar Orb. 

„ Hitherto an absurdly mistaken notion 
seems to have been accepted regarding the 
makeup of the sun, which has been sup- 
posed to be a homogeneous body, equal in 
density throughout. As a matter of fact, 
while its material is lighter than our own 
atmosphere on its surface, the interior is 
much denser than the heaviest known sub- 
stances that go to compose the earth. In 
fact, the solar orb, near its center, is about 
three times as dense as mercury. As for 
the future of the sun, we may suppose that 
for awhile after cooling it will become hab- 
itable by living forms, animal and vegetable; 
but these are not likely to be developed 
highly or to endure for any length of time, 
inasmuch as the mighty globe will have no 
external source of heat to depend upon. 

‘‘ Sirius, as I have said, is a blue star. 


Beta, in the beak of the constellation of the 


Swan, is a double sun, one of its members 
being pale yellow and the other deep blue. 
The fiery red sun of Scorpio is linked with 
another one that is small and green, These 
double stars are true cosmic twins, -and 
occasionally triplets. appear. Castor. in 
Gemini, is a pair of suns, each of which is 
larger than our orb of day, and it is be- 
lieved that the greater of the two revolves 
around a third gigantic and invisible body, 
the presence of which is suggested by the 
swaying movements of the mighty luminary. 
in question. 
‘‘Algol, the so-called Demon Star, has such 
a body revolving around it, shutting off its 
light so as to make it glare and fade at 
alternate intervals. I have discovered a 
dozen great stars that are almost black, 
shining merely by reflected light from neigh- 
boring suns. What worlds they must be, to 
be sure, and how strange the forms of life 
which may be imagined to inhabit them! 


King of AlPSuns. i 

„ Aleyone, 1,000 times as big am our sun, 
is in the constellation Lyra, toward which 
the whole of our own solar system is mov- 
ing. It may even be conceived as possible 
that our sun eventually will become a satel- 
lite of Vega’s. But Arcturus, the king of 
suns, gives 5,000 times as much light as our 
sun—a statement which becomes . 


‘when it is considered that our solar orb 


would ‘cut up into 1,250,000 pieces, each 
one as large as the earth on which we live. 
If, by the way, the sun were a solid block of 
anthracite coal, ignited in pure oxygen, it 
would burn out in 1,760 years. | 
The atmosphere of the sun is supposed 
to be 5,000 miles deep, being composed of 
various gases and vapors of metals. As ob- 
served through the telescope its surface Is 
covered with minute white forms apparently 
floating In an ocean of grayish fluid. These 
are clouds, composed not of water, but 
chiefly of carbon. Just as the electrician 
uses carbon for producing the brightest of 
artificial lights, so the sun employs the same 
agent in the manufacture of its transcendent 
light and heat. 
The sun clouds are made up of drops of 
liquid carbon, which have a radiance vastly 
exceeding the glow of the filament in 
electric lamp. When,“ as a famous astron- 
omer says, ‘we remember that the entire 
surface of the huge luminary is coated with 
these clouds, every particle of which is thus 
intensely luminous, we need no longer won- 
der at the dazzling brightness which, even 
across the awful gulf of 93,000,000 miles, 
roduces for us the inconceivable glory of 
ylight.’ | 
Will Utilize Solar Heat. | 
„The greatest and most important inven- 
tion to be made in the next century will be 
a machine for storing the heat of the sun 
and transforming it into electricity or some 
other form suitable for ready employment. 


} 


| This heat, which is now permitted to go to 


waste, will be applied to the running of 
mills, the warming of houses, and every 
other purpose for which energy is utilized. 
It is worth mentioning in this connection 
that every square yard of the sun’s surface 
emits an amount of heat equal to that of a 
blast furnace consuming one ton of coal 
every ten minutes. The heat given out by 
the solar globe in one second would raise 
195,000,000 cuBic miles of ice cold water to 
the boiling point, and of this heat the earth 
receives only 1-2,000,000,000th part.“ |

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Ex-Attache Describes Some 
of the Penal Colonies of 
the Nations. 


CZAR AND SIBERIA. 


His Proposal to Abolish Exile 
Probably Sincere This 
Time. 


BLOT ON THE FRENCH. 


O OFTEN during the last thirty years 
have statements been published to the 
effect that the Russian government 
was about to abolish deportation to 

. Siberia as a means of punishment that 
one might be tempted to disregard the revival 
of a report to this effect were it not for the 
fact that the Czar has organized a commis- 
gion for the purpose of devising some other 
method of dealing with offenders, and has 
made arrangements for visiting the various 
penal establishments in the Asiatic portion 
of his dominions next month in order to 
make a personal investigation of the entire 
matter. 

There are two reason which are actuating 
the Czar in taking steps to bring about this 
great work of reform. Im the first place he 
realises that Siberia has reached a stage of 
development at which it can no longer be 
utilized as the dumping ground for people 
who for one reason or another are not wanted 
in Buropean Russia, and that the time has 
come to remove from Siberia the stigma in- 
separable from its employment by the official 
world as a penal colony. And then, too, 
Nicholas, who is an enlightened and pro- 
gressive monarch, in spite of all the reports 
to the contrary, is clever enough to under- 
stand that penal transportation is a form of 
punishment which, dating from three and 
four centuries ago, should have no place in 
modern civilization, and that it has by the 
march of events been reduced to an an- 


Although in former days exile to Siberia 
was regarded as a living death and its hor- 
rors were painted such vivid colors that 
‘the name of this huge section of the empire 
of the Czar was calculated to cause a shud- 
der, yet today, thanks to the opening up of 
the country by means of railroads, tele- 
graphs, as well as steamships and postal 
communications, it has gradually come to 
be recognized as a land of extraordinary 
natural weath and of magnificent resources 
—indeed, as an ideal region for immigration. 
To such an extent has it recently grown to 
be looked upon as a land of promise that the 
Russian authorities have been compelled to 
devise special means to restrict and to even 
prevent altogether the wholesale immigra- 
tion of Jews and especially of those German 
settlers who are regarded in European Rus- 
sia much in the same way as were the Yan- 
kees in the Southern States prior to the 
civil war—that ie to say, strangers who by 
their industry, enterprise, and thrift secure 
possession of all the good things of a district 
at the expense of the natives of the locality. 
In many respects residence in Siberia has 
become more agreeable than west of the 
Ural range. For, owing to the vast extent 
of the country and the comparative paucity 
of officials, people enjoy far more liberty 
and are less subject to irksome supervision 
on the part of arbitrary police authorities in’ 
Siberia than in Russia proper. 

Obstacle to Development. 

One of the chief obstacles to the develop- 
ment of the resources of this land of promise 
has been its use as a penal colony. Experi- 
ence has shown that there is no more dis- 


astrous blight cast upon the progress and ; 


prosperity of a country than an attempt to 
colonize it with convicts. The almost fan- 
tastic growth of the wealth and importance 
of the Australasian colonies of Great Britain 
dates only from the time when the latter 
ceased to ship her criminal classes to the 
antipodes by way of punishment, while the 
grandeur of the United States of North 
America may be said to have been estab- 
lished when England, France, and Spain 
were prevented from dumping any longer 
upon these shores the dregs of their jails. 
In order to realize the extent to which Si- 
beria has suffered from penal transporta- 
tion, it may be mentioned that within the 
last twelve months alone some twenty-two 
thousand men and women have been foisted 
upon the country by means of exile. 

I do not propose to go into the entire ques- 
tion of Siberian banishment here. It will be 
sufficient to state briefly that there have 
been until now three species of Siberian ex- 
nes. In the first place there are those con- 
demned thereto by the courts after due trial. 
These constitute the minority. Then there 
are those who are banished “ administrative- 
ly that is, without any form of hearing or 
trial, on the mere authority of provincial 
Governors, or even of ordinary police on- 
cials. In this category are to be found the 
largest number of cases of abuse of power, 
of persecution, and of terrorism. people being 
frequently seized by night and hustled off ta 
Siberia for no other reason than that they 
have declined to pay blackmail to some of 
the local authorities, or have incurred the 
ill will of the gendarmes, or else have been 
made the obfect of some anonymous denun- 
ciation. Finally, there are those who have 
been ed, by the mir or the village 
commune to which they belonged. Accord- 
ing to the communal system in European 
Ruasia, the elders of every rural community, 
like the municipality of each town and city, 
have the right to deport to Siberia without 
recourse to the courts, or even to the local 
megistrates, any one of their fellow-citizens 

‘whose presence they choose to consider as 

Gisadvantageous to the community. It is 

estimated that nearly one-third of the total 

numder of ple exiled to Siberia are in- 

debted for their banishment to the mirs, or 
© communes, to which they belonged.

Prussia! Exiles. 

Few people are aware that until about 
fifty years ago—in fact, almost up to the 
days of Bismarck—Siberia was used as a 
place of exile by the Kings and gover 
of Prussia. In those days relations of the 


courts of St. Petersburg and Berlin, and, 
taking advantage of this, the Prussian au- 
thorities were accustomed every now and 
again to turn over to Russian officials at the 
fromtier batches of Prussian offenders, polit- 
ical and criminal, for transportation to Si- 
beria at the expense of the Berlin treasury. 
During the reign of Frederick William III. 
alone as many as 11,000 Prussian citizens 
were in this manner deported to Russia in 
Asia, and the practice was continued even 
during the earlier part of the reign of King 
Frederick William IV. It has now ceased 
altogether, and Prussia, like the other States 
of the German Empire, shows its good sense 
by keeping its criminal! classes at home, real- 
izing thet if any work of redemption and re- 
habilitation is to be attempted it can car- 
rie@ on to far greater advantage and with 
more prospects of ultimate success at home 
than abroad. 

Italy, in the hope of discovering some use 


the African coast of the Red Sea, attempted 
some years ago to convert it into a penal set- 
‘tlement and shipped nearly 1,000 long-term 
convicts to Massowah. The mortality among 
them, however, has been 80 appalling—less 
than 200 remain alive—the authorities have 
never ventured to repeat the experiment or 
to adopt the system of penal transportation 

o only European countries that still re- 
tain deportation as a means of punishment 
for political and criminal offenders are 
France, Spain, Portugal, and Turkey, Eng- 
land having abolished transportation as a 
punishment in 1867, save in the case of its 
Indian convicte, who are shipped from the 
mainiain to the Andaman Islands, in the

They are mostly deported to the east 
and west coasts of Africa, and to Goa, in 
India. But no attempt is made to subject 
them to forced labor.

France's penal colonies, like those of Spain, 
are a blot upon her civilization and a source 
of regret and of shame to her more enlight- 
France transports her habit- 
ual criminals to New Caledonia, in the Pa- 
cific, and to French Guiana, the latter col- 
ony being the more utilized for this purpose 
‘since the energetic protest of the British 
government in behalf of its Australasian de- 
pendencies, which naturally objected to hav- 
ing all. France’s most dangerous criminals 
| dumped upon the islands within easy reach 
of their shores. The climate of New Cal-, 
edonia is unsuited to the settlement of whité 
races, and the soil is not such as to induce 
the convicts to work for themselves, While 
French Guiana is one of the most pestiferous 
spots on the face of the globe, the mortality 
among the convicts detained there being 
something terrible. Moreover, the discipline, 
the supervision, and the management of the 
convicts are as execrable ir, French Guiana 
as in New Caledonia, and so far as can be 
seen the only object which the French gov- 
ernment attains by deporting its habitual 
criminals across the sea is that they die off 
about ten times as fast in the colonies as 
would be the case if they had remained in- 
terned in penitentiaries at home. | 

The horrors of the Spanish penal settle- 
ments and convict prisons at.Ceuta and at 
Fernando Po, on the coast of Africa, have 
been too frequently described of late in con- 
nection with the sufferings undergone by 
Cuban patriots to need more than passing 
They are without exception 
the most horrible infernos of the kind that 
remain. in existence, and are a disgrace to 
any civHized and Christian country. In fact; 
they are infinitely more terrible than any- 
thing in connection with Russia’s Siberian 
exile system, either present or past, and 
have no counterpart save in the festering 
dungeons of the barbarous Sultan of Mo-

Convict Camps of That 


State a Disgrace to 


Civilization. 


— 


TTENTION has been again called in 
an official way to the dangerous and 


deplorable condition of the convict 


camps of Florida, from which dozens 
of cruel and revolting stories have 
come in the past. Most of\the adverse re- 
ports have come from people from the 
North, but the-present one is from a special 


committee appointed by the Florida Legis- 


latter part of April. | 


Some of the camps they found to be in 


good condition, but their detailed report 


tells of filthy conditions, men punished be- 
yond human endurahce, mysterious and 


poorly explained deaths, sick men ill-tréat- 
ed, scanty and unclean food, and driving, 
killing labor as the result of the contract 
convict system in the hands of unscrupulous 


men. The committee examined nearly 400 


witnesses in the camps. Some of them were 


evidently afraid to tell the truth, and others 
it was found were severely punished for ad- 
verse testimony after the departure of the 


investigators. It was found the men were 


punished by whipping as often as two and 


three times a week, principally because they 
were unable to perform the hard tasks set 
for them, | 

The committee examined twelve camps al- 
together. In one they recommend that some 


of the rules governing the convict system be 


more strictly adhered to, and that the se- 
vere punishment inflicted cease at once, 
upon penalty of the camp being abolished. 
In four others they recommend sanitary 


changes and regulations. In two others the 
committee insists that the men be worked 


shorter hours, and charges criminal neg- 
lect in 1 the lives and limbs of the 


men in thei ork. In one the committee. 

that there must be an entire change. 
in the management or the camp be immedi- 
ately abolished. 


| Many Strange Deaths. 
Concerning the actual question of pro- 
tecting the lives of the men, the commit- 
tee found that in the camp of Myers Bros. 
in Washington County the death rate 
from natural causes alone was 16 per cent 
of the inmates.

occurs from what appears to be natural 
cause a certificate of the attending physician 
shall be made, setting forth the disease, the dura- 
tion of sickness, and the length of time at- 
tended by him, a copy of which certificate shall 


als> be filed with the Commissioner of Agriculture, 


and that no convict shall be buried until these 


requirements shall have been fully complied with. 


The committee found open and flagrant. 
violations of the statutes providing that 


convicts shall not be worked more than ten 
hours a day; that the punishments shall 
not be unnecessary, cruel, or injurious; that 
white and colored convicts shall not be kept 
together at night; and that necessary med- 
ical attention be provided. They also found 
violations of the regulations governing 
camps in that there was a failure to furnish 


necessary bed clothing, and also to keep 
clean what was furnished; by not furnishing | 


the convicts fresh meat and vegetables, and 
in some cases not even enough of salt meat; 
by not keeping the stockades clean, and by 
not making a proper use of disinfectants; 
and by allowing more than one designated 
person to administer punishment. | 


Worst of All camps. 


The most terrible picture presented in the 


report is the camp of W. N. Camp, under 
the management of his son, Jack Camp, 


at Elliston in Citrus County. The camp is | 


a phosphate mine with eighty convicts, in- 
cluding seven white men and three women. 
The report states: Tour committee found 
a deplorable condition of affairs at this 
camp, and cannot present in language the 
true situation. By inspection, observation, 
evidence, and investigation we found a sys- 
tem of cruelty and inhumanity practiced 
at this camp that would be hard to realize 
unless it could be seen and heard direct. 
They found the convicts presenting a pitiable 
aspect, showing a lack of proper or even 
sufficient food, carrying the scars of many 
and severe whippings upon their backs, 
filthy and dirty. They found that sick men 
received no food whatever, that there were 
no hospital arrangements or provisions for 
caring for sick men, that sick and well men 
were compelled to sleep intermingled in close 
quarters, that they had been forced to He 
upon the pine floor with but one blanket, 
even during the coldest weather, and that 
until two days before the arrival of the 
committee these blankets had not been 
washed for more than a year. They saw the 
men forced to eat their dinner in a blazing 
sun without the slightest shade. The stock- 
ade was entirely too small to accommodate 


that number of prisoners. . 


‘At Varn's camp on the 


Suwanee River the 
stockade was also found to be too.

the lease system of convicts is to create an as- 


sistant to the Commissioner of Agriculture, to be 
the

$125 per month, to be paid out of revenues de-
